iitherto  known.

TH  E  iegai  Suppuration  of  tht  Year  of  our  Lord,  ac- 
cording to  which  the  Year  beginneth  in  England  on 
the  if  h  Day  of  March,  is  differetu  from  all  bur  neighbour- 
ing Naf'ons,  and  alfo  from  Scotland,  and  from  the  common 
Ufage  throughout  the  whole  Kingdom  ;  and  thereby  fre* 
quf  ?3»  Miftakes  are  occafioned  in  the  Date  of  Deeds  and  other 
Writings. 

,  The  Julian  Calendar,  which  is  in  Ufe  throughout  all  his 
Majefty's  Britift  Dominions,  hath  been  found  to  be  very  er- 
roneous j  for  Julius  Cdfar  (from  whom  this  Calendar  is  cal- 
led) eflab'iihed  the  Year  to  coniift  of  365  Days  and  6  whole 
Hour?,  which  in  four  Y^ars  make  one  whole  E>ay,  and  was 
added  to  the  24th  of  February,  and  was  their  fmh  of  the 
Calends  of  March  :  Hence,  as  in  that  Year  they  reckoned 
this  D*y  twice  over,  of  had  bis  fexto  Calendas,  the  Year  ir> 
felf  became  to  be  called  Bijfextus  aad  Bijfextile.  Put  the  tro- 
pical Year  confids  of  only  36/  Day?  5  Hours  and  49  Min; 
which  is  1 1  Minutes  fhort  of  what  Julius  C&far  eftablilhed  : 
Therefore  the  very  next  Year  after  the  Ioftitution  of  the  Jit* 
Wan  Calendar,  the  Spring  anticipated  its  Place  in  the  Revolu- 
tion of  the  Seafcns  by  thofe  1 1  Minutes,  which  in  the  Space 
of  4  Years  incrcafed  to  almoft  three  Quarters  cf  an  Hour, 
and  in  that  of  i*i  Years  made  up  a  whole  Day  ;  and  there- 
fore within  4.C0  Years  the  Vernal  Equinox  happened  three 
Days  fooner  than  it  fhould  \  by  which  continual  Anticipation 
it  is  come  to  p^fs,  that  the  Vernal  Equinox,  which,  at  the 
Time  of  the  General  Council  of  Nicey  A.  D.  525-,  happened 
on  or  about  the  21ft  Day  of  March,  now  happens  on  the  9th

To  reform  thefe  Errors,  Pope  Grrgory  XIII.  with  the -Ad- 
vice of  CUvifu,  *4loyfiust  Lilius,  and  other  famous  A  (bono 
mers,  omitted  io  Djvs  out  of  the  Month  of  October,  to  re" 
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ftore  the  Fqmnox  far  that  Timr)  to  its  Place,  viz.' to  the  jyof 
2  I  ft  of  Mar zh  }  and  left  the  Vernal  Equinox  fhould  rerurti 
fjom  the  21ft  of  March  to  the  Middle  of  the  Month,  a  Sub-  1 
motion  wis  made  of  three  Biffextilo  Days  in  the  Space  of 
40oYeais:  Therefore,  as  the  Year  1 600  had  been  Bijfextile% 
and  the  Years  tjoo,  1800,  and  1900  fhould  he  Bijjextile9 
according  to  the  Julian  Calendar,  they  were  mad-  common 
Years  and  without  the  Addition  of  the  interca'ary  or  Bif- 
fextile  Dayi  by  which  Means  the  Equinoxes  and  Soliiices  wi!l 
for  rhe  future  fall  nearly  on  the  fame  nominal  Da)S  on  which 
the  fame  happened  at  the  faid  General  Council  or  Nice. 
There  were  other  Rules  eftabliftu'd  by  the  Gregorian  Refor- 
mation of  the  Calendar,  for  fixing  the  Time  of  the  Celebra- 
tion of  the  Feaft  of  Eafier%  and  others  depending  thereon, 
which  Reformation  or  Correction  of  the  Calendar  was  re- 
ceived and  eftablifhed,  and  is  pradtiicd  by  a  1  Nations  of  the 
Romifli  Church,  and  by  almo&  all  the  foreign  Protcftant  Na- 
tions and  States  in  Europe^  fo  that  the  Julian  or  Old  Account 
is -fcarceiy  ufed  by  any,  but  'he  Nations  am  Colonies  fubjedfc 
to  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain  ;  by  which  Means  we  often 
celeb' ate  the  Feaft  of  Eajier  at  different  Times  from  other 
Nations  j  and  many  other  Inconvenienciet  ariie  by  rhe  faid 
different  Methods  of  Computation,  to  Merchants  and  other 
Per  fans  correfponding  with  thofe  Nations  where  the  Refor- 
mation of  the  Calendar  is  praclifed,  by  Miftakes  and  Dis- 
putes which  frequently  happen  in  the  Dates  of  Letters  and 
Accounts.
